This is Roddenberry's first novel--and it 
shows. Unless you must read it, wait for the 
movie. (LG) 1,000,000 copy first printing. 
And if you've seen the movie, you'll know there 
was no reason to wait for that either. (JR) 
There are two major grammatical errors in the 
first two pages, and a footnote explaining that 
Spock and Kirk aren't lovers. After this the 
book goes downhill. (SJW)

#2 in the series. Takes about 15 minutes to 
read and isn't worth the effort. (EAL) The 
author of this is also responsible for “The 
Ballad of the Green Berets."

364, 0-87997-503-2, $2.25, 206pp, pb) Original 
anthology. Ranges from average to exceptional; 
E.A. Lynn's story is a gem. Worthwhile simply 
because it stands “heroic fantasy” conventions 
on their heads. (SJW) Generally consistent 
quality, with particularly good work by 
Cherryh, Fox, Saunders, Lee, and Lynn. The 
proofreading, however, is a scandal. One by- 
line is missing, bibliographic information is 
incorrect, and typos abound. 1 found it worth 
the struggle. (JAF)
